A special meeting of Council was 
held on Monday evening of last week, 
at which the following were present:

Redifer, the newly elected member of 
Council, presented his credentials .and 
was duly sworn in by the Burgess.

Council adopted the Rules and Regu- 
lations of the old Council. 

Tax Collector .Lines reported collec- 
tions of $3. Hi:i for December, 1910. He 
also reported that a very small propor- 
tion of the 101!) taxes remain unpaid. 
This is a very satisfactory condition, 
and is no doubt ver\ helpful to the Tax 
Collector. Treasurer Dold reported bal- 
ances on hand aggregating almost $4,- 
000. The usual number of bills were 
approved by the Finance Committee 
and ordered paid. This is the usual pro- 
cedure in order that the balances may 
be reduced. 

Treasurer Dold was authorized to 
transfer the General Fund account of 
the Borough from the Central Trust & 
Savings Co. to the Morion Title & 
Trust Co. 

Exonerations requested by the Tax 
Collector covering 1010 taxes that were 
uncollectable by reason of death, dupli- 
cations, etc., were granted. 

The Borough Treasury was further en- 
riched to the extent of +03 on account 
of building permits. 

A total of twenty arrests were made 
in the Borough during 1010. These ar- 
rests were for minor offenses, and indi- 
cate that Xarberth is sure a model 
town, or else, as dame rumor has it, 
more arrests might have been made. 
Our Guardian of the Peace is surely a 
busy man. 

An ordinance was introduced making 
it unlawful to make excavations or 
otherwise open up streets or highways 
within the Borough between the 1st 
day of December in any year and the 
1st day of March in the following year. 
The daylight saving law was reported 
out of the Committee on Ordinance and 
Law, and it is presumed it will now 
be adopted in the usual course. 

The Budget for 1020 was adopted, 
which calls for expenditures by the 
Borough of $33,255 during 1020. an in- 
crease of )f2.o50 compared with 1010. 

The bill covering the new Borough 
tax millage rate was also adopted, 
which increases the rate from 14 mills 
to 15 mills, an increase in the rate of 
about 1 r / c . On the whole the increase 
in the rate is modest in these days of 
H. C. L.. and we are supposed to be 
thankful it is not more. Perhaps it will 
be when the school rate is decided upon. 
However, with the present Council and 
their able President at the helm, the 
taxpayers can rest assured their bur- 
dens in that direction will not bo in- 
creased un necessarily. 

A much needed improvement will 
shortly make its appearance in the shape 
of an appropriate "Right and Left" 
sign at the corner of Haverford and 
Essex avenues. Tf it is successful other 
signs will make their appearance -where 
needed at dangerous rossings and busy 
traffic centres in the Borough. 

Attention was also called to the con- 
tinued parking of cars directly in front, 
of the Post Office, which is not consid- 
ered in good form, and the offenders 
will, no doubt, have the matter brought 
to their attention, as well as the park- 
ing of cars in the congested business 
district.
